Friday Morning, Sept. 27, 1861. 

The " True Briton " Robberies. 
The examination of Hart, Hughes and 
McKenna, urrested for being concerned in 
the robbery of the cargo of the True liri ton, 
was concluded yesterday in the Police Court. 
Mr. Drake appeared for the prosecution, and 
Messrs. King, McCreigbt and Denned for 
the defence. 

Officvt Taylor sworn — "Went to Esquirnalt, in 
company with SuperinteiidentSmith and Sergeant 
McMillan, to urrest McKenna; ho run out of a 
Saloon when we arrived, hut was afterwards ar- 
rested in a house. We searched tho house and 
found a pair of shoes of the same kind as were re- 
covered from Man sell's store,- McKenna said ho 
bought them from sailors. Mr. Smith and I told 
him not to talk, hot he said he would tell the 
truth. lie asked me how they found it out, and I 
told him the hoots wore taken to the owner for 
sale; said he, "I told them to ho careful ;" he also 
said "I sold the hoots and ,'i rolls of different col- 
ored flannel to Hughes, and told him to look out 
'Where he sold them ;" he told ma the man he 
bought them of had gone to the other side, and: 
that a (treat many other people had bought things; I 
Hughes, when he was arrested, said he bought 
Ihe goods of McKenna 

Horace >mith, recalled— Was present when | 
Hughes said lie had employed Hart to sell the i 
things ; McKenna told me that the night before he j 
"was arrested, Hughes sent to him to come up 

yjuick from Esquimalt^ and when he got here asked j 

him if it was sale to sell the gondii about town ; he 
told me a quantity of oilier goods was sold by the j 
sailors; McKenna said the sailors had given him i 
the flannels, hut that he bought the oilier things ; 
lu; also staled that he saw a cart loaded with the 
goods on the beach one night. When I arrested 
Hart, I asked him to whom he had sold the goods, 
and lie told me. 

Capt. Narracoitl sworn — Am master of the bark 
Title Drilon. [Ship's manifest shown witness.] 

Mr. Drake asked witness to examine the mani- : 
fest and see if a Sir. Hart had any goods consigned 
to him. 

Mr. Ring objected; the party who made the 
manifest should be present to give evidence. 

The objection Was overruled by the Court on the 
ground that the question might bo settled in a 
higher court. 

Witness referred to the list of consignees and 
shippers as it appeared in the manifest and testi- 
fied that the name of Hart did not appear there 

To Mr. King — t here are three hatches on the 
ship; the main or booby hatches were not secured. 
Never received any complaint from the mate that 
the hatches were not secure; there was no lock to 
either of them, 

Wm, Wiills, recalled— Identified the pair of 
boots rccoYcred from McKeuna's house as similar ; 
to those missing. 

Mr. Drake submitted that there was sufficient 
evidence to send the case to a higher court for i 
trial. 

The Court acquiesced in that opinion. 

John J. Hart, one of the accused then made a 
statement, (after a caution from the Court that 
anything be might say would be used in evidence 
against him,) to the effect that he sold the goods 
on commission for Hughes; the reason he had 
stated that the goods had come consigned from 
England to him was that he said the first tiling 
that came in hll head when he was asked where 
they came from. It was a common practice 
among the business men. lie h oi Used the firm 
name of "Hart Co." because that was the name 
of his firm in Iiritish Columbia for three wars 
back. 

The Court said the case must go to trial unlets 
Hart could prove that he obtained the goods from 
England, 

Mr. King then applied for a reduction in the 
amount of bond required. 

The application was denied by the Court, and 
the prisoners were sent for trial to the Assizes on 
the charge of receiving goods knowing them to 
haT« been stolen.
